Draft Rules 

1 (i) These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Servic. 
(Class I and Class II) (Second Amendment) Rules, 1967. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Gazette. 
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2. In. the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) 
Rules', 1951, in rule 5, — 

(A) for sub-rules (b) and (c), the following sub-rules shall be substi- 
tuted, namely:— 

"(b) Appointment to Class II Cadre of the Service shall be made In the 
following manner, namely: 

(1) Upto 20 per cent of vacancies in Class II, by promotion from among 

the serving Class III staff of the Military Lands and Cantonments 
Service having service and educational qualifications specified 
in sub rules (c) and (e); 

(2) Upto 20 per cent of vacancies by direct recruitment made by a 

section from among serving employees of Cantonment Boards 
having service and educational qualifications specified in BUb- 
rules (d) and (e); 

(3) The remaining vacancies from among the candidates who qualify 

at the Examination and are recommended by the Commission 
but Who fail to secure Class I appointment in any of the Central 
Services. 

(c) Every person belonging to Class III Staff of Military Lands and Canton- 
ments Service specified in column 1 of the Table below shall possess the minimum 
educational qualifications and the length of Service as specified in columns 2 and 
3 respectively and shall pass the test referred to in sub-rule(e) in order to be 
eligible for promotion to Class II cadre of the Service.

(d) Every person who is an employee of the Cantonment Boards belonging to 
the category specified in column 1 of the Table below shall possess the minimum 
educational qualifications and the length of Service as specified in columns 2 and 
3 respectively and shall pass the test referred to in sub-rule (e) in order to be 
eligible for appointment to Class II cadre of the Service.

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(e) (1) Every person who belongs to the Class III Staff of the Military Lands 
and Cantonments Service or who is an employee of Cantonment Boards and who 
fulfils the conditions prescribed in sub-rules (c) and (d), as the case may be, 
shall pass a common qualifying test, which the Government may, from time to 
time, specify in this behalf, before he can be considered: — 

(i) in the case of Class III Staff of the Military Lands and Cantonments 
Service, by a duly constituted Departmental Promotion Committee, 
for promotion to Class II cadre of the Service; and 

(11) in the case of employees of any Cantonment Board, by the Union 
Public Service Commission, for appointment to Class II by selec- 
tion on the basis of records and interview. 

(2) No person shall be permitted to appear for the common qualifying test 
under this sub-rule more than twice, 

(3) In the case of a person who is an employee of any Cantonment Board 
who has passed the common qualifying test in the first attempt and who does 
not get selected thereafter, he may be allowed to appear again once for the test. 

(f) Every person promoted or appointed to the Class II Cadre of the Service: — 

(i) shall pass the departmental examination, which the Government may 

from time to time, specify before the expiration of the period of 
two years from the date of his promotion or appointment, as the 
case may be, to such cadre, and if he does not pass the departmental 
examination within the said period, he shall be reverted, unless 
the Government, after being satisfied that the circumstances of the 
case warrant it, extends the said period, provided that in no case 
shall such extended period exceed one year; and 

(ii) shall hold the post in the said cadre only in a temporary capacity 

and shall be eligible for conflrmeftiorrfKwein only on the occurrence 
of substantive vacancies in the quotas for the respective categories to 
which they belong; 

(B) 'fbe existing sub-rule (d) shall be renumbered as sub-rule (g).
